Bear  Mrs.  Byrnes: 

Thank  you  for  your  query  on  Burleys/Burloighs  in  Ontario.  At 
the  moment,  my  brother  has  all  of  my  father's  ffles  on  the 
Burlej-h  families  arid  I  em  unable  to  make  a  thorough  search 
of  them  for  the  na, ilea  you  seek.     I  do  have  brief  notes  taken 
from  these  files  as  well  as  my  own  Bur  ley  files  create  by 
re-e-rch  on  my  hesband's  Hurley  line  (he  and  I  .re  .  Ath  cousins) 
and  correspondence  through  the  years  with  other  Burley  research, 
era. 

A  brief  ai story  of  trie  John  Hurley  family  gees  thus:  John 
Burley  and  his  wire  Porcae  Freeman  lived  at  Saratdga,  N.Y. 
from  the  time  of  aettlonent  of  this  area  in  the  1760«s  and 
seemed  to  have  originate  from  Put chess  County  to  the  south 

"alon*  t  *e  Hudson  River.    Ihey  had  four  known  child-en  -  all 
sons-  Freeman,  Cornelius,  Joseph  and  John.     John  died  ca  1777 
perhaps  in  the  battle  at  Saratoga  and  Porcas  renarried  one 
I  athias  Rose,  S*  who  else  had  a  family  from  a  first  carriage. 
Her  eldest  son,  Freeman  seems  to  hnve  inherited  the  lease  on 
their  farm  at  Saratoga  and  here  they  resided  until  the; left 
as  rrfuweP  to  Quebec  in  17*1.    Of  the  four  boys  only  Freeman 
and  John  ,cc,moanied  the  family  tc  Canada.    Pvidently  the  two 
middle ~boys,  Cornelius  and  Joseph  were  sent  to  Putchess  County 

•   a1j  seme  time,  to  be  brought;  up  by  relatives.    They  -re  both 
listed  in  the  17^0   ^  Census  for  that  County  and  both  of  them 
later  came  to  this  area  * ith  families  ca  1796.

Freeman,  , Joseph  and  ^ohn  lived  long  lives  and  fathered  many 
children.     :-one  of  there  children    ere  named  kelson  or  Anthony , 
nor  can  1  find  these  names  among  their  known  descendants  in 
the  next  generation.     My  husband ,  Peter  and  I  pre  both  descended 
(Prom  the  youngest  son,  John  b.  1768  through  his  sonr,  Freeman  J. 
and  Cyrus  respectively.    Freeman  J.  did  have  a  grandson  nara#d 

eison  Robert  IJurley  b.  13  July  1854  who  removed  vith  his  family 
to  '  orth  Dakota. 

Cornelius  b.  ca.  176Q  came  vith  Joseph  tc  Canada  ca  1796  but 

unfortunately  drowned  a  few  years  later,  end  his  wife  and  family 
returned  to  the  Stater  upon  his  death.     lie  had  the  following 

children  -  John,  George,  Abner  and  Amos.     G-eorge  nad  John  died 
unmerried,  nothing  ir  known  of  Amos  nnd  Abner  had  the  f ol&rrwing 
family:     Abner  Kelson  b.  1814;     Harriet  b.  10 1f  ;    fefs  Ann  b.  1826 
George  Fredrick  b.  1822.     Abner  was  related  to  have  come  back  to 
Canada  at  a  later  date  and  I  do  know  that  he  petitioned  on  22 
April  1820  for  the  land  in  Pickering  Twpf  Ontario  that  had  been 
awarded  to  his  father,  Cornelius  cr  1798.    Evidently  Cornelius 
died  before  he  was  able  to  claim  this  land.     At  the  time  of 
the  above    otition  Abner  was  listed  as  of  Columbia  County, 
\Y  state. 

Anthony  Bur  Ley  rings  a  bell  in  my  mind  .but  I  have  yet  to  deter- 
mine how  except .  I  knew  that  it  is  from  the  err  of  18,50,  I  will 
keep  °e? rching. 

You  didn't  state  where  the  two  men  youp  are  seeking  lived.  The 
data  we  have  on  BurLeighs  concerns  many  of  this  name  ranging 
over  North  America,  from  this  area  to  i^eafortfir  Western  Ontario 
through  the  American  v'ert  tc  Oregon  -t'aQny  of  them  unidentified. 

If  any  of  tiiis  inform •  ticn  is  relevant  to  you  in  your  re^rch 
and  you  can  enlarge  on  your  data  that  you  have  rent  me,  I 
will  tr.A'  to  search  further  in  my  father's  records.

The  will  of  Sybelle  Doolittle  of  Maiden,  Ma38.,  dated  Dec.  25, 
1683,  written  and  witnessed  by  Thomas  Cheever  and  proved  in  1690,  con- 
tains a  sift  to  Hannah  Paddock  and-  her  children  John  and  Mary.  Among 
others  mentioned  in  the  will  are  Obadiah  Jenkins  and  wife  Mary,  and 
grandchildren  Robert,  Zachary,  Benjamin  and  Rebeccah  Jones,  Mercy  Jones, 
Sarah  Brown  and  Joseph  Brown,  son  of  Sarah  Brown.     Her  grandson  Obadiah 
Jenkins  was  the  executor.     (9  N  E.  Reg.  307. ) 

Robert  Paddock  on  his  deathbed  gave  his  eon  John  "aged  about 
five  years  unto  Captaine  The.  Willett  to  bee  att  his  disposing  and  under 
his  guidance  as  his  child".      On  Nov.  19,  1650  the  widow  Mary  confirmed 
this  agreement.      Thomas  tfillett  in  his  will  proved  Nov.  25,  1674  left 
"To  old  servant  John  Paddock  £10.  \   (Austin's  Gen.  Diet,  of  R.  I.,  page  428. 

Captain  Thomas  Willett,  born  16.10  went  to  Swansea  and  diedv^Jany. 
8,  1669.     He  is  buried  in  the  Little  Neck  Cemetery,  now  in  East  Providence. 
He  was  mayor  of  New  York  City  from  1664  to  1667  and  some  of  its  citizens 
erected  a  monument  for  him.     (61  N.  E.  Reg.  159.) 

Aiaon^  the  signers  of  the  agreement  for  the  founding  of  Swansea 
in  1667  were  Thomas  Willett,  Sachariah  Eddy  and  John  Paddock.     John  Pad- 
dock lived  in  the  portion  which  was  afterwards  the  nown  of  Barrington, 
R.   I.     The  proprietors  then  were  divided  into  three  classes.     John  Butter- 
worth  was  in  the  first  class,  Zachariah  Eddy  and  William  Salisbury  in  the 
second  clas3  and  John  Paddock  and  Caleb  Eddy  in  the  third  class.  (Biclp- 
nell's  Town  of  Barrington,  pp.   63,  82.) 

The  will  of  John  Paddock  of  Swansey,  yeoman,  dated  April  8,  1718, 
was  probated  June  6,  1718.

The  will  of  Cynthia  Paddock  of  Livingston,  Columbia  County,  dated

and  David  Bennet  and  her  son  Abner  Burley  as  executors  and  mentions  Lavina, 
Sarah,  Cornelius,  Abner  and  Charles  Burley,  children  of  her  son  Amos  and 
George  Burley,  son  of  her  son  Abner.     It  also  mentions  Cynthia  Paddocki 
daughter  of  Stenhen  Paddock.     A  codicil,  dated  Jany.  11,  1832  mentions 
her  sister  Ruth  Vihite  and  says  Sarah  Burley  has  died  Signed  by  mark.
